A very, interesting ceremony took 
place on Saturday October 14th, at 
Ribstone, "when the corner stone of 
the Presbyterian church was laid in 
the presence of a large number of 
people.. A devotional service pre- 
ceeded the ceremony, Rv Mitchelson, 
assisted by Rev. W. Milar, officiat¬ 
ing. After the scripture reading Rev. 
W. Mitchelson epitomized the history 
of the congregation since its inception 
stating services were first held in the 
Old Ribstone school, about 1918. Lat¬ 
er, in 1913, the services were held in 
the municipal hall at Ribstone (this 
use of the hall being granted free of 
charge by the municipality) and it 
had now become necessary'* to build 
their own church .building. During 
this period of ^growth , thfe following 
ministers had had charge of the work 
of the growing church. Revs Gour- 
lay. McAllister, Mahon, Strong, Da¬ 
vis', -.Drummond, Hughes, Nicholson, 
Jamieson and Mitchelson. Of these 
Drummond sacrificed his. life for the 
empire in the great war. Since Rev. 
Mitchelson had been in .charge the 
services had been held continuously 
except for 6 services. Much of the

A glance through the 
tariff leaves the impression that it 
was framed with the idea of shutting 
out Western Canada products. The

These badges 
formed an open “sesame” to all kinds 
of hospitalities. The Vernon folks 
wied each other in their desire to pro- 
wide enjoyment a.nd interest to us as 
visitors.

We were shown the famous 
Coldstream, ranch—one of the larger 
pioneer fruit farms of this district, its 
hundreds of acres now being subdic- 
Ided into smaller ones. 

Irrigation is general throughout the 
Okanagan district of which Vernon 
stands at the head. Water is carried 
for long distances throug fourg flumes. 
These feed smaller ntimes to supply 
individual'farms. Each land owner 
take his turn according to schedule 
Mid the water is allowed to flow on 
nntil the land is saturated. Later at 
the lime the land is drying out another 
good soaking is given. This is found 
to he more advantageous than a larger 
number of lesser waterings. These 
irrigation schemes are chiefly muni¬ 
cipal ventures. The soil is very light 
in color, almost white. It’s texture 
is as fine as flour. Without irrigation 
it is barren. With irrigation it is re¬ 
markably prolific. 

. To , pass through mile after mile of 
heavily laden orchards was indeed a 
feast to the eyes. We. confess we had 
a great desire to become just ordinary 
thieves. In fact when our driver had 
a little tire trouble we improved the 
occassion by picking the best apples 
we could find—My', Boy, Didn’t they 
didn’t they taste a whole lot better 
than from the box.
